being psychotic. Source explained that v?hen NELSEN 
"takes off" on his anti-Jewish arid anti-Negro tirades, 
he becomes pale, white, highly excit a ble, nervous, shakes 
and shows evidence of uncontrollable facial contortions. 
Further, source advised he has seen a loaded .357 magnum 
revolver and a 5" dagger in NELSEN' s possession and 
learned from conversation with NELSEN that he carries 
these weapons in his briefcase and has the briefcase 
with hiin at all times.

NELSEN was attempting to recruit individuals into an 


organization referred to as the Institute of Bio-Politics, 
also frequently referred to as the National States 
Rights Party ,(NSEP), and NELSEN spoke of the two 
organizations interchangeably. NELSEN has mentioned a 
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"Security Unit" and a "police force" in his organizatidn and 
has stated he and his associates have recruited some 
ex-members of the American Nazi Party (ANP), to form the 
nucleous of a security guard. NELSEN indicated he was 
currently looking for a place in \diich to hold a school 
\diere individuals on his "police force" would be able to 
receive training in the use of small arms, bombing and the 
inciting of race riots looking toward the day when the "organ- 
ization" takes over. Source considers NELSEN to be a psychopath 
in that as NELSEN puts it, "When the day comes there will 
be mass murder and the shooting down of people in front 
of places like Roosevelt University." According to source, 
NELSEN lives in the past, believing that the best era was the 
1920's when organized crime was dominent. NELSEN has 
mentioned his awareness of "plastico" a dough explosive 
used in demolition work and also his awarnessof other means of 
causing delayed explosions such as uncorking a bottle of 
liquid carbide in a closed room with, a lighted candle to 
explode the carbide when sufficient fumes have reached it. 

NELSON has commented on the bombing of synogogues in the 
past stating that his organization is not 1 interested in 
bombing empty buildings and if they bomb one it will be 
filled with people.

This application 
contained no additional pertinent information. 


It is to be noted that a passport when 
issued is valid for a period of three years and renewable for 
two additional years.

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Interviews of MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN 

On January 13, 1961, MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN was 
interviewed by Agents of the FBI and advised in 
part as follows: 

NELSON stated he was a specialist in 
Jewish problems and was the manager of M&N Associates, Post 
Office Box 1785, Chicago 90, Illinois, adding that 
EUSTACE MULLINS was the director of MoeN Associates. He 
stated that M&N Associates published in November, 1958, "The 
Atlanta Report'*, which set forth the viewsof MULLINS and himself 
and disproved the "frame-up" of the four or five boys 
arrested in connection with the bombing of the temple in 
Atlanta, Georgia. He added that all of these boys were 
members of the Nationalist States Rights Party (NSRP) of 
which he also is a member. 

Concerning the NSRP, NELSEN stated this Party 
consisted of individuals whom he described as a "hybrid 
type of Nazis". He stated the work of the NSRP was 
almost over and as to show how this was true, commented 
on the fact that the NSRP was responsible for President 
Elect KENNEDY getting less than 50% of the total popular 
votes in the recent national election. He stated the 
NSRP is the third largest political party in the United 
States and polled over 200,000 votes in the nine states 
in which the NSRP and its affiliates were on the ballot. 

In some states he stated this Party was listed as the 
States Rights Party, however, the NSRP assisted them with 
both literature and propaganda. The purpose was to create a 
"theoretical basis of a racist nationalist state". 

NELSEN commented in regard to the bombings of 
the Jewish temples no "non-Jew" was ever convicte4 of 

-8 - 
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such' a bombing and M no Jew" was ever injured in any of 
these bombings, reiterating that these bombings were a 
"fund raising gimmick"; that since the Jewish race in the 
United States was not persecuted from without, it was 
persecuted from within, that is self -created persecution in 
order to keep its members in line, create sympathy for the Jewish 
religion and raise funds* 

Pertaining to the NSRP, NELSEN stated there is no 
rigid organization; that it is an informal organization, 
and holds conventions when the need arises, at which con- 
ventions officers are elected and that conventions are 
held approximately twice a year. He stated the last 
NSRP convention was held irt Chattanooga, Tennessee, a 
week after the last national e- e °t ion and although he was not 
present, he was represented at this convention. He 
declined to state where the NSRP funds come from, stating this 
was "top secret". 

NELSEN stated that the feeling of the NSRP concerning 
the. Jewish people was that they are not a religion but were 
a race. He stated that those of the Jewish race were not 
included as Caucasians and were parasites. He stated 
the Jewish people on the beaches at Tel Aviv were being financed 
by the Jewish people in Chicago. 

He stated the Jewish people raise money by such 
things as the. Atlanta bombing, adding that the rabbi in 
Atlanta, Georgia, had to publicly ask the people to stop sending 
money as they had raised in excess of $200,000 after the 
bombing. 

NELSEN likened the NSRP to the Black Dragon 
Society in Japan and stated that he felt the 
NSRP would gain national recognition in the United States 
within the next ten years. He described NSRP members as "native 
American racial nationalists".

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EUSTACE MULLINS, mentioned above, is described 
hereinafter. 

On May 5, 1965, NELSEN was also interviewed by 
Agents of the FBI and at this occasion advised in part that he, 

NELSEN, was the only manager of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety, M. NELSON, P.0. Box 1785, Chicago, 

Illinois. He is the sole subscriber to P.O. Box 
1785 and has been for several years. This interview was 
prompted by the receipt by the then Attorney General NICHOLAS 
KATZENBACK of a copy of a pamphlet of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety. 

He also stated he wrote the pamphlet ‘'Build a White America" 
and had about 1,000 copies printed, most of which he inserted in 
envelopes he personally addressed by hand and mailed. He estimated 
about 750 pamphlets were distributed in the United States and the 
remainder abroad, mostly in Germany. He has no listing of the 
persons or organizations to \diom he mailed the pamphlet; On numerous 
occasions, he would read in newspapers arid magazines about an 
individual or organization and would mail a copy of the 
pamphlet to that individual or organization. 

He described himself as an intellectual Nazi genius 
with an intelligence quotient of 155 inasmuch as he has two college 
degrees. He claimed to be one of the few true Nazis in the 
United States, noting that his wife's grandfather was one of the 
original members of the Nazi party in Germany. 

Of the pamphlets he mailed to Germany, most of them were 
sent to friends who were former members of the SS. Among his good 
friends in the United States is GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, head 
of tie American Nazi Party. 

He also described himself as a Nazi theoretician who has 
been working for more than twenty years promulgating Nazi principles.

i ' , I He Wrote the pamphlet as. an. ,expres.sion of las 
viewpoints about .human relation^. He distributed the 
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pamphlets to those he considered as his friends for their 
information and to those he considered as his enemies so 
they would be warned of his intellectual ability. He is 
the type of individual who, if he sees a fire in the mind 
of his enemies, will throw intellectual gasoline on the 
fire to promulgate his viewpoint. 

NELSEN said he is not a man of physical violence and has 
never been arrested for any reason. The Central 
Intelligence Agency, the FBI, the Postal Inspectors and 
numerous other Federal agencies have extensive records 
concerning his activities over the past twenty 
years, and a review of these records will show he is a 
man of intellectual violence asopposed to physical 
violence. N5LSBN sail he hoped he would be arrested by Federal aithorities so 
he wuld benefit from the publicity .

NELSEN added 
that he handles functional propaganda for the Party. 

NELSEN stated that he wrote the NSRP program and 
added that the Party dealt only with legal politics. 

He stated his main activity with the NSRP is to attack 
Communism, communist organizations and 
individuals, especially in the Chicago area. He stated 
that in this manner he expects to be introduced to the 
public which will serve his political ambitions culminating 
in his election as governor of the State of Illinois ten 
years from now under the NSRP political banner. 


MAX NELSEN attended a meeting held at the Atlantic

This organization is named for Samuel Adams (1722-1803), 

American revolutionary patriot and statesman; 

Various Committees of Public Safety functioned as executive 
bodies in the colonies before and during the Revolutionary War. 

The decision of the Committee of Public Safety, established by 
the second Provincial Congress of Massachusetts in February, 

to occupy Charlestown and Dorchester Heights, led to the

On September 8, 1967, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon the 
concept of an international "National Socialist" movement, as 
espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP -WUFENS supports and follows the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and communists, through speeches, published 
literature, demonstrations and publicity -seeking devices for the 
purpose: of seeking a legitimate dominant political party within 
the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organiza- 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia -chartered organi- 
zation. As of January 1, 1967, the official name of this organi- 
zation was changed to "National Socialist White People’s Party," 
according to Commander ROCKWELL. 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building.

The above source also advised that the National 
Office of the NSRP is located at Augusta, Georgia, and the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the 
National Office of the NSRP. The Chicago branch of the NSRP 
believes that there should not be race mixing between whites 
and Negroes and that Negroes in the United States by conduct- 
ing demonstrations and causing riots are causing a breakdown 
of law and order in the United States. The NSRP believes that 
the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed in their attempts 
tp have integration between whites and Negroes. 

A second source advised on January 17, 1967, the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP was bankrupt and unable to pay 
rent for premises at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. This 
source advised on March 3, 1967, Chicago branch NSRP vacated 
premises at 2237 North Western Avenue and ceased to function 
as an organization on March 1, 1967. On March 1, 1967, 
according to source, members agreed to remain in contact with 
each other until such time as they could reorganize NSRP at 
Chicago . 


On July 12, 1967, the second source advised the NSRP 
does not have a headquarters at Chicago; however, members have 
maintained contact with each other and plan to reactivate the 
group if civil rights demonstrations commence in Chicago.

1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont, ” a newspaper of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party."

The July, 1958, issue of ’The Thunderbolt, " self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party, " with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana.

ROCKWELL said FAN was organized in September, 1960, 
and it is a separate and distinct group from ANP, but 
members of FAN are "frustrated Nazis" who do not like to 
wear the swastika or be associated with the principles of 
ADOLPH HITLER. 

ROCKWELL stated individuals have expressed 
an interest in the FAN and since FAN is in consort with and 
guided by the ANP, these individuals soon realize the use 
of the swastika is the best method in getting recognition 
in tt\eir fight against communism. Soon these individuals 
join the ANP, ROCKWELL said.

The blind memoranda should contain public source 
and lead type information as well as a summary of derogatory 
information which can be logically included without jeopardizing 
informants or investigative activity; Terminology used should 
be such that the memorandum cannot be identified as a Bureau 
document.

I have had referred to me a mailing by the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety - Democratic Nationalist Party. This mailing was 
received by a staff member of the Presidential Postal Study 
Commission, Washington, D. C. It was turned over to the General 
Counsel for the Post Office for a ruling as to mailabiiity and he 
found that it came within the purview of 18 U.S.C. 1717 rendering 
nonmailable any matter advocating forcible resistance to any law of 
the United States. As the pamphlet advocates application of physical 
terror to "non-whites" it was declared unmailable. The Internal 
Security Division, Department of Justice, was contacted by our 
Washington office. 


. Our files indicate that the offender is Max Maynard Nelsen who 
has been investigated by this Sewice on several prior occasions and 
also by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Mailings of similar 
matter were presented to Assistant United States Attorney R. T. Sikes 
on August 2, 1965 and prosecution was declined. It is obvious that 
the mailer seeks publicity and he has openly stated he would be glad 
to be arrested so he could use the newspapers as a sou nding board. 


A similar offense was investigated in 1965 by FBI Agent 
who presented the matter to the United States, Attorney who also 
declined prosecution. In view of the continuation of these mailings 
our office has again requested we present 'the facts to the. United 
States Attorney for consideration. In the event that you have been 
conducting any recent investigation of this matter, I would appreciate 
being advised of this so that we might cooperate in further contact 
^i£h the United States Attorney. I am in Room 622 of the Main Post 
ice at 0 r '*''«go, Illinois, and my telephone is 353-2833.
